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the Industry 


Week’s Production Holds to Steady Pace of 140,297 Units; 
Packard Grants Union Sole Bargaining; Car Price Rise Seen 
Imminent as Costs Increase; 


Maintaining its steady pace, the indus- 
try will turn out 140,297 cars and 
trucks in the current week, it is esti- 
mated by ADN. This total compares 
with a revised figure of 139,115 units 
for the previous week and 116,439 units in the corres- 
ponding week a year ago. The current week’s output 
therefore should be approximately 24,000 units over the 
same period in 1936. It is believed in most quarters that 
the present pace will be maintained well past the usual 
dropping-off period in June. 

With the current week, ending May 15, the total pro- 
duction for the industry since Jan. 1 will reach 2,122,013 
units. With a little over seven months yet to go this 
year, it does not appear too optimistic, therefore, that 
the predicted 5,000,000-car year for 1937 will be reached 
or surpassed slightly, ADN believes. 


As leader of the ADN group estimates, General Motors 
divisions are expected to produce 54,610 units this week, 
as against 53,749 a week ago and 50,610 in the same week 
a year ago. Chevrolet, which is pressing Ford for the 
top individual honors, should turn out approximately 
34,000 this week, according to ADN figures. Pontiac will 
account for around 6,800; Oldsmobile about 6,300; Buick 
6,010 and Cadillac-LaSalle its usual 1,500. 


With 34,500 cars and trucks scheduled for this week, 
Ford continues as the top producer of the industry. 
Added to Lincoln’s anticipated 900 units, this gives the 
Ford group a total of 35,400 for the current week. 


Chrysler divisions continue a steady pace, and are 
expected to run about 24,800 units, the same as a week 
ago, off the assembly lines this week. Plymouth will 
likely account for 11,500, Dodge 9,000, Chrysler 2,200 and 
De Soto about 2,100 units. 

Expected to turn out 3,600 units this week, Hudson- 
Terraplane tops the independents again. With 3,300 
units scheduled, Packard holds second place, followed by 
Studebaker with 2,527, Nash-Lafayette with 2,320, Willys 
with 2,225, Graham with 475 and Cord with 40. Output 
among the miscellaneous group, which includes trucks, 
will continue at 11,000 units, according to ADN figures.

April Car Sales to Top 400,000 


Ratification of the Packard agreement 
by the United Automobile Workers Sun- 
day, leaves Ford Motor Co., the only 
unit in the industry not working under | 
a written contract with its | 
The Packard pact also is the first signed by an automo- 
bile producing company which gives the UAW exclusive | 
representation for all workers. This right was voted by | 
the workers themselves in an election held under the 
terms of the validated Wagner Act. While the agreement | 
seemed eminently acceptable to the officials of the union, | 
the men themselves objected to the increase of three} 
cents an hour which was granted in lieu of a demand for | 
10 cents. The union leaders pointed out, however, that | 
workers at Packard had sustained no losses in obtaining | 
the agreement and wage increase so that the three cent | 
raise is equivalent to a much larger raise where heavy 
strike losses are involved.

While the settlement of the Packard | 
dispute brings to an end all major labor | 
disturbances in the industry, and no| 
fresh outbreaks are anticipated during | 
the coming summer, it is generally con- | 
ceded that the increase in costs of material: and labor | 
which have resulted from the UAW spring drive are | 
bound to force a revision upward in car prices. There | 
seems a general tendency to hold to the present prices | 
on the current models but there is nothing to indicate 
this policy can be followed. Due to the uncertainty of | 
costs, suppliers are unable to accept orders at current 
prices for future delivery. This factor alone deprives | 
producers of the advantages of future buying in bulk. w.| 
S. Knudsen last week declared that a price rise is now | 
inevitable due to increased costs but he was unable to | 
say definitely just how great the increase would be as | 
operation figures since the resumption of work in GM 
plants are not sufficiently comprehensive to estimate ex- | 
tent of cost increase. Then, too, sporadic sit-downs during | 
the past few months fog the picture. Some observers feel, 
however, that 1938 cars will be upped $50 to $60 above the | 
current prices and there are some who feel that current 
models may be forced upward in the very near future.

Registration Peak 


Washington.—Bureau of public 
roads here reports a total registra- 
tion of 28,221,291 motor vehicles in 
the United States in 1936, an all- 
time record. This figure exceeds 
1935 by 2,000,000, and the former 
record year, 1930, by 1,700,000. Li- 
cense sales brought states $359,- 
733,000, with trucks accounting for 
nearly 24 per cent of the receipts, 
but less than 15 per cent of the 
registrations. The total number of 
trucks and tractors registered is 
listed at 4,023,060.
